The longest regular daily ran jaaclo

There have been longer runs inado without 
a stop, but they have been made by special 
and not regular trains. The average speed

000 gallons, and when running nt full 
speed there is a steam pressure of 160 
pounds to the square inch, while there is a 
liiaUng surface of 1,501 square I'eet. 


Kach duy the run is made, the train leav- 


ing Piiddirigton station iitlO:;35 o'clock in 
the morning, and it never fails to roll into 
St. David's station, in Exoter, cxartly 
on time. Tho time allowed by tho schedule 
for this run luakes no allowance fnr delays) 
of any kind. Even the time lost, in pcoing 
over the loop around Bristol nnd the nec- 
essary slowing down when K"'!1tf through 
Ruth is not allowed for.—Philadelphia 
Times.

which large dealers would liko to find 
means of protection. It is a curious fact 
that this pesfc is seldom seen in latitudes 
north of 30 degrees above the equator, and 
it is never found in domestic cigar leaf 
grown in this country, or in any of our to- j 
baccos, unless a certain amount of mois- 
ture enters into the manufacturing process, i 
So important is this matter in countries 
south of 83 degrees of longitude, and more 
especially to the cigar manufacturers of. 
Hindustan, that a process has been patent- 
ed for protecting cigars from tho pest. Any | 
one who hag hod any experience with, i 
tho "triches" or "lunkahs" Mr. Kipling i 
talks about will know that it is no infre- j 
quent thing to come across one so filled , 
with holes that it is impossible to sruoko j 
it. 
Every once* in awhile cigars from j 


Cuba arc found to havo the pest. Cigars 
that aro smoked eight or ten weeks after j 
leaving thc rolling table, as'aro most of; 
thc American made cigars, are not at- 
tacked. 


In smoking tobaccos in this country the 


worm is found. Every now and again a l 
dealer finds thc worms in his store, and a' 
nice task he lias to get rid of them. 
Tho 


manufacturer closes out his stock, scrubs 
tho factory down and leaves it open to the • 
frosts of a winter. Then in the spring it 
will fee clear again. 
Tho dealer has 'to 


clear out all his stock, inspect it closely, 
and make bargains of tho tainted or send 
it back to the manufacturer. A few years 
;igo a cigar dealer not far from the city 
hall received from the manufacturers of a 
certain brand of cigarettes a warship made 
entirely of 
<. .garcttes. Soon after worms 


appeared in is cigars and wero traced to 
tho ship. Ine ship had been made for 
some time, and thc tobacco had been made 
especially rich in glycerin to keep it from 
breaking as it dried. It was literally alive, 
and from the window where tho ship was 
thc worms had spread all over the store. 


Thc remedy for tbcso worms in Hindu- 


stan is to coat tho box with a solution 
which practically renders it airtight, and 
then subject thc bos to a very high dry 
heat. This process is said to bo successful, 
but leaves the cigars drier than the aver- 
age American likes thorn. The remedy 
tried in this country has been cold storage, 
which has also put an end to thc worms, 
but, then, cold has an effect on fine leaf 
us laid as heat and utterly takes tho aroma 
and snap out of fine cigars. The only sure 
preventive appears to be to get tho gooda 
fresh and not keep them too long.—New 
York Sun.

Crude Manner In Which They Are 


Collected und Apportioned. 


China's revenues are collected in a way 


characteristically ab=urcl, but iu ordinary 
times an amount sufficiently groat to meet 
the necessities of the imperial government 
at Peking always comes in. No one knows, 
even approximately, hew much is extorted 
from tho people by rho agents of the differ- 
ent provincial governors, but it is an 
amount considerably, perhivpp enormously, 
greater than ever finds its way to tlic na- 
tional treasury. Since the war with Japan, 
China has become a borrower from foreign 
capitalists, and thi" fact bus led to a some- 
what careful investigation of thecountiy'i 
resources. 
This has proved to be a. w^rk

Whatever 
change ih nuulo is always ii the opposite 
direction. The general relations between 
the imperial and local authorities ns to tho 
division of taxation may be summed up 
by saying that tho Polling authorities are 
continually trying to extract as much as 
possible, while the local authorities aro 
continually trying to part with as little as 
possible.—New York Times.

Old KolHng Stock to Bo Used Again. 
Where Some of the Theatrical Coiupa- 


v nUts Got Their IMvote Cars. 


What becomes of wornout engines, cars, 


rails and «1I the other odds and ends of a 
railroad? Tho iron probably goes to tho 
scrap heap, but docs the rolling stock meet 
the same fate, or what disposition is inado 
oi' tho engines and cars of the great sys- 
tems when thoy reach the Stage of their ex- 
istence when they are deemed unworthy of 
further repairs? The solution of these 
questions is by no means lacking in inter- 
est. A certain proportion docs go to tho 
scrap heap -when condemned by tho man- 
agement, but not all. It is the rule of 
railroads generally to place now equip- 
ment upon tho main lines and to relegate 
the old to branches, the most ancient cars 
and engines being assigned to the least 
productl i'e lines, and thus by easy grada- 
tions the entire supply of rolling stock is 
allotted according to tho exigency of trav- 
el. Old rails taken from main tracks of 
the central lines are relaid upon the main 
tracks of branches and later on used for 
sidings. 
Who has not noted the 


change in speed, comforb and appearances 
when diverging from main tra\ eled roads 
to branch lines? 


The old style engines, the antiquated 


coaches and wornout rails transferred to

St. Nicholas Gustav Kobbe gays: 


'The foro and aft rig derives its ease of 


handling by direct borrowing from the 
lateen sail, which is as effective as it is 
simple. The craft of the Ladrono islanders 
aro so swift that they are called Hying 
proas. 
They aro long and very narrow 


and alike at both ends — double cndors 
among sailing craft, for by simply shifting 
the sail bow and stern are reversed as they 
uro by reversing the engines of a ferryboat. 
Thus the proa is not obliged to " go about.'' 
The samo.sido i<* always to leeward, and 
this is flat, so that she can be sailed very 
dose. The, windward side is rounded, and 
to prevent the proa from capsizing on ac- 
count of tho extreme narrowness of beam 
an outrigger, to which a- hollow, boat 
shaped log is attached, extends from this 
si da., so that the proa is a catamaran with 
one hull much smaller than tho other. In 
sailing her a mnn sits in eaeh cud, stocr- 
iug with a paddle when the end in which 
he sits happens to be tho stern. No iron 
is used in the construction of the proa. 
Tho sides aro made separately and sewed 
together at tho ends with bark. The pe- 
culiar build of tho flying proa—double 
ended, with differing sides, one always leo, 
tho other ulwjys vteuther—is made possi- 
ble by tho direction of the trade winds and 
the fact that the Ladroue inlands lie in a 
lino almost duo north and south, so that 
these pliiu, lurdliko craft h;nc simply to 
follow these points of the compass.

When white men first went to Alaska 


tho natives Ihcd on tho products of pea, 
kind and air. From tho oxvan came palm- 
on and seals, Irom the land camo various 
mammals, and from tho air camo I.ird.s. 
Tho first visitors wero not interested in 
game prcserviit'on—in fact, they bartered 
fur the game, giving poor whisky for good 
meat and bad tobacco for feathers and 
skins. 
They taught tho Eskimos how to 


preserve tho game in oil. Tho result of this 
instruction is related in Tho Sportsmen's 
Review: 


"From timo immemorial the Eskimos 


havo taken eggs and fowl during tho short 
Fonson they were, available. Thoro is no 
system of candling eggs to determine their 
grade nuiong the nathes. An ivrg is an 
0£-g to them at any period oC iv.c-ubation, 
.ami as long as the season lust-i they live in 
riotous plenty. 
Former!v they Vvtvj con- 


tented with what they could cat during 
the season, but slnco they have, come in 
contact *,\ it h white, people they have learned 
more thorough methods, and now they 
provide e^;^ ;uid birds to la:it ihc v.'holo 
year through. They dry or pickle fho flt-^h 
and the egg;5 aro preserved in barrel^ oi 
mnekaluck—walrus oil.

ARTIFICIAL. FLOWERS. 


Them. 
Two New Method* of Making 


Flowers of Bread. 


Two very effective methods have recent- 


ly been discovered fcr making artificial 
flowers. 
One is the u.«c of bakers' bread, 


the oth«r is by using the inner pith of tho 
fan palm of Japan. 


"Bread" flowers are made in England 


only, the| factory bein^ in the west end of 
London, where something like 100 expert 
hands are employed. The process is still 
a secret, nnd as the flowers are so natural 
in appearance as to deceive, the eyes of an 
expert, it is considered very valuable, for 
not only do these llowers look exactly like 
the real article when freshly made, but os 
the bread grows stale the flowers assume n 
slightly withered appearance whieh Is al- 
most identical with that of a flower be- 
ginning to fade. 
Artificial flowers, ns u 


rule, can at onco be detected by tho un- 
naturally bright and frebh appearance they 
present after Iwslng in tho ball room for 
several hours, but the fading powers of tho 
bread fevers practically insure them 
against detection. It is believed that for 
corsage wear, for tho garniture of even- 
ing and fancy gowns as well as for house 
decorations those bread flowers will be- 
come very popular. They are at present 
excessively expensive.

That sailors prefer not to steer by com- 


pass must have struck you as one curious 
fact. 
Here Is another—a steersman 'con 


keep bis ship letter on her course at night, 
If It be clear, than during tbe day. "Look 
ahead, get a star and steady her bead by 
it." So says tbo A. B. of tbe ocean to the 
sailor who has not yet won bis degree, for 
to tbo helmsman tbo stars are like tbe 
pillar of flre In Scripture. They are tbe 
bands on the dial of the nighfc. 
They 


twinkle "good evening" to poor Jack as 
he sits up aloft or stands at tbo helm, and 
wink "good morning" and "goodby" to 
him with daylight. It Is obvious that tbe 
"to" or "ofl" movement of a vessel can 
bo more quickly detected by a small, 
bright object like a star dead ahead than 
by tbe monotonous swoop of the horizon or 
by peering into tbe compass box. Tbe 
same ancient mariner who told me about 
measuring tbe length of tbe off and in 
shore legs by the life of candles told me 
that onco, when tbe oil In tbo binnacle 
lumps gave out nnd he wan steering by a 
star, be occasionally struck a match and 
looked at tho compass "to see if tbe star 
bad moved any." He was a genuine "sea 
cook,"this ancient mariner, being steward 
of tbe vessel on which I was sailing, and 
be would bob up out of tbe cook's galley 
amidships like a fieiil bobbing up through 
a bole in the ice and proceed to spin yarns. 


When tho lookout sings ou*, "Land bo!" 


and has replied to tbo officer's "Where 
awayf" a star over tho rock or other dan- 
ger may bo noted and brought down in 
line with tbe point on tbe compass and ita 
proper bearing obtained. 


"Tho stars," eaicl u sea captain tome, 


•'movo apparently from cast to west, so 
that when we find our llrst star will no 
longer do we select another. This is the 
case with all but the north or pole star, 
which is In line with two certain stars in 
tho Great Bear or Dipper, and the orbit is 
so small that it is u good guide for all 
night, nnd wo can even detect errors of tho 
compass by it." 


Tho north star is, of coursa, as true as 


or oven truer than tbe most accurate oom- 
pafs. To tbo "other things" that sailors 
steer by the compass is, however, what 
sU'am is to electricity. To produce an 
electric light you require a tlyiuimo. To 
run the dynamo you need Bteuin. 
You 


may fuel tho wind on your moist brow or 
hand, but the direction from which it 
blows you can—except in case of the regu- 
lar trndo winds or unless you aro up in 
sea lore—tell only from the compass. Then 
by failing closo to the wind you can keep 
on that course without looking at tho com- 
pass. 


Hut tho sailors naturally have a largo 


rcumulatian of weather lore, und in od- 
Hion In the "trades" there are, except in 
iifeo of violent storms, certain regularities 
n the winds in certain parts of the ocean 
nd certain other recurring signs which 
lie helmsman can utilize, and which often 
mi bio him to dispense with tho compass 
HogeUior. 
For instance, if in standing

Some Cariosities of the Code In Practical 


Scotland—DistJucnished Irishmen of • 
Hundred Years Ago WIio Were Duel- 
ists. 


Tho last duel fought in England toot 


place near Egbam in 1852. The principles 
were two Frenchmen—Cournet, formerly 
an officer in tho French navy, whore he 
distinguished himself, and Bartbelemy, 
an adventurer, formerly condemned to the 
galleys and at the time of the duel the 
keeper of a house of ill fame in London. 
Cournet had brought from Paris an im- 
portant packet for Barthelemy, but learn- 
ing his rharacter simply sent it to his ad- 
dress and declined to have any intercourse 
with him. On several occasions afterward 
ho publicly showed his contempt for him. 
This led to a pistol duel, in which Cournet, 
a notorious duellist, was killed. Parthel- 
emy and the seconds were tried for the 
felony and sentenced to two months' im- 
prisonment. 
Convicted two years later of 


an atrocious double murder near 1'itzroy 
square, Barthelemy ended an infamous 
career ou the scaffold. 


Many duels have been fought by Eng- 


lishmen on the continent during the last 
00 years. A youthful Englibh attache 
killed in tho old kingdom of Naples on 
Italian marquis who pushed away his arm 
from the balcony railing, where it rested 
beside 11 famous Neapolitan beauty. 
Tho 


heir to an earldom exchanged shots with 
un Austrian prince. The colonel of a high- 
land rogijiient fought a duel with an Ital- 
ian marquis tit Florence because he had 
tho misfortune to overturn a chair in tho 
dark. A joung Scottish engineer wound- 
ed in a &aber duel a famous Parisian duel- 
ist, and was himbelf wounded. A young 
Englishman who fought a duel in Paris 
under the empire with a joung French 
viscount, an export fencer, wab himself 
Angulo's best pupil and had much tha 
be~t, of tho encounter. 


Tho Soots took n practical view of duel- 


ing. 
Under the Stuarts n license was 


necessary to fifiht a duel. To kill a man 
without one was murder. Kot only did 
they thus reduce the number of their turbu- 
lent hiihjcctis, but they made them afSburco 
of revenue. The j-ystem worked so well 
that, in order tlmt the flbc might not be 
dctintu'ud, in 1090 it was made a capital 
iticnsi! e\eii to engage in a duel without a 
license obtained. IT did not help the inat- 
ler if neither party was wounded. 
Tho 


mo'-t eavago duol e\er fought in Scotland 
ur else\v hci e was {.he ono between Sir Kuan 
Lochio) and an KiiKhsh colonel, Pcllcw, 
*h"n, alter JIjj;htlnt; till their swords flew 
out of their hands, they locked in a close 
embrace, nnd Loch id, tho weaker of tho 
two, 
falling 
underneath, 
tore several 


ounces of Ikfh out of tho other's throat 
with his teeth, Keeping them there like a 
wild l>e;ibt, nnd dockiriug until his dying 
day thiit "ho nover tasted a sweeter mor- 
bul." 


Tho last duel fought in Scotland was 


the one between Captain btewart nnd Sir 
Alexander Uuh\\ ell, feon of the famous bi- 
ogrnplier. It wus fought on the seashore 
near khkcnldym ItiJO. Bosvi ell was killed 
at tho 111 bt lire. 


In tho Urocn Islo dueling flourished 50 


yours ago us much as it did in France. 
When u Trinity college btudent asked the 
provoHt what hool:* ho had belter bring to 
college, tho lalter i-aid: "Xe\er mind the 
books. 
Hrinf< a cn^e of pihtoln." 
The 


htudents \\ero in thu habit of .settling thofac 
little affairs either ju&t before or just after 
morning prayers. All tho distinguished 
Irihlmien a hundred years ago were duel- 
ists: Currnn, Gruttan, Sheriiian, BuiTing- 
ton, Fitzgibbou, Flood and O'Connell 
wore often "out," and in our duy The 
O'CJnrman Mnhon hud 22 affairs to his 
credit 
The bar led tho lUt. Lord chan- 


cellors and innstors of tho rolls fought like 
cornets of horse. Lord Norbury fought 
"Fighting Fiugcrald" and two others, 
besides "frightening" "Xapper Tandy," 
as the Irish historians tell us. Galway 
was great \vitli the pistol, Tipperary with 
the sword. Two English "fines lames," 
Major Park and Captain Creed, wont to 
Ireland to Jliid foomun worthy of their 
steel, and found them in Mr. Matrhcw 
and Mr. Macnamnni, who fought with 
them in a private room at an inn, ^\ ound- 
ed them nearly unto death, nursed them 
back into health and wore rewarded w ith 
their friendship. 


Colonel Harrington and Mr. Gilbert, 


two middle aged married men, had a des- 
pcrnto duel in 1159 because they did not 
wish to leave an unsettled quarrel as a 
legacy for their children. They fought on 
horseback with sword, pistol and skccn, 
or Irish bovvie knife. First the pistols 
were flrod, Harrington receiving some of 
tho charge In his face, but he rushed on 
Gilbert, killed his horse with his broad- 
sword, dismounted and, putting his skeen 
to tho other's throat, called upon him to 
"a?k for his life, on pain of death." Gil- 
bert agreed to shako hands and be friends, 
but without condition or apology. 
Bar- 


riugton consented. Fighting Fitzgerald, 
a well known character, a cousin of the 
Eurl of Desmond, an Eton boy, an Oxford 
graduate and an officer in the Sixty-ninth 
foot, fought 18 duels and was thought 
by many to bo mud. JIo hired a gang of 
ruffians, wnylaid nnd killed a man on the 
king's highway and was hanged at Cnstle- 
bnr. Among others, ho encountered Mar- 
tin of Galway, tho Rev. Richard Bute ana 
Captain llnrvoy Aston, afterward killed 
nt Madras in ;i duel with Colonel Allen.— 
Cornhlll Magazine.

NEW YORK'S SKY LINE. 


A. Particularly Impressive Sight Float. 


River Craft. 


Scarcely any other great city in the 


world has such a foreground, or rather 
such a forevvater, as is furnished to 
New York by the upper bay and the 
North river. Even more the river than 
the bay, for the city presents itself 
"bows on" to the voyager who ap- 
proaches it from the Narrows and 
shows in the southern view a confused 
mass of erections of various forms and 
formlessness. Kven this sight is almost 
as impressive as it is confusing. But 
It is only when Governors island and 
the Battery are cleared that the com- 
ponent parts of this first view In the 
approach from the sea become 
de- 


tached, and that the panorama begins 
to unroll itself. For a mile and more 
It reveals a chain of peaks rising above 
the horizon, itself a five or six story 
horizon, and struggling or shooting to- 
ward the sky. For another mile, for 
two miles more, the peaks continue to 
emerge, but they no longer form a 
chain.

must get his llrst sight of New York 
from the most 
impressive point of 


view, and no visitor o.f any sensibility 
from eliher quarter can fall to be im- 
mensely impressed. The inland Ameri- 
can who regards tho prosperity of UIB 
chief port of the country as an index of 
the national prosperity will exult In 
these huge evidences of that prosperity,

The Mothers of Kings. 


Nearly all the kings and queens of 


Europe are descended from two sis- 
ters, daughters of Duke Louis Ru- 
dolph of Brunswick-Wolfenbuettel.who 
died in 173f>, and his wife, Christine 
Louisa, who- departed this life in 1747. 
The elder of the sisters, Princess Eliz- 
abeth Christine, subsequent to her con- 
version to the Catholic church married 
the pnnce who afterward became Em- 
perojr Charles VI of Germany. Through 
her daughter, Maria Theresa, she be- 
came the ancestorof the houseof Haps- 
burg-Lothrmgin, Tuscany, Sicily and 
Modena, and through the marriages of 
female descendants the reigning fam- 
ilies of Portugal, Brazil and Italy, Sax- 
ony, the present reigning families of 
Spain and Bavaria, the Spanish Bour- 
bons and all of the Orleans family. 
These descendants number, all told, 
nearly 400. The second sister, Princess 
Antoinette Amalie, married her cousin, 
Duke Ferdinand II of Brunswick-Sev- 
ern. 
They had three daughters and 


one son. One ot the girls is the ances- 
tor of the present royal house of Prus- 
sia, while through the marriages of 
other female descendants she Is one of 
the progenitors of the reigning families 
of Russia, 
tecklenburg-Schwerin, Ba- 


den and The Netherlands. A second girl 
is the ancestor of the entire house of 
Coburg, and through it the ruling fam- 
ilies of England, Belgium, Portugal and 
Ilesse-Darm ,tadt. The third girl is the 
ancestor of the present reigning houses 
of Denmark, Holstein-Qlucksburg, Hes- 
se-Cassel and Greece. The line of the 
son, 
the house of Brunswick, became 


extinct in 1883.—Pittaburg Dispatch. 


Tenpins and Teopin Balls. 


Tenpins are made of rock maple and 


cost ?3.50 a set. 
They formerly coat 


more, but with a greater demand and 
increased sales prices have been re- 
duced. A perfectly turned and hand- 
somely polished rock maple pin is a 
symmetrical and sightly object. Stand- 
ing in the window of a dealer in this 
city is a tenpin of birdseye maple which 
is beautiful and attracts much atten- 
tion. And birdseye maple would be a 
good wood for tenpins, but it costs 
twice as much as rock maple or more, 
and the beauty spots w«»uld scarcely be 
visible from the other end of a 70 foot 
alley. 


The regulation tenpin is 15 inches 


high and J5 Inches In circumference at 
the largest part and 2>4 Inches in diam- 
eter at •he base. Pins are sometimes 
made shorter and sometimes longer and 
bigger for family alleys, so that they 
may be knocked down more easily, but 
16 inches Is the regulation height. Ten- 
pin balls arc sometimes made of rose- 
wood, sometimes of maple, but lignum 
vitre is the beat wood for ttfnpln balls. 


Bpwllnsr Is more popular now In this

It consists prin- 
cipally of turmoric and cayenne pepper that 
sacrifices the root' of your nfaut.h and 
tonsnc and gives no pleasure in ezitijip; 
The Mndrnsiafis are the only people in In- 
dia \"ho r&illy understand wlutt a good 
curry should be. The ingredients should 
be frc=h, differently apportioned for each 
iind and newly ground each day. Fresh 
coco:muts are also necessary. One of the 
commonest, yet perhaps one of the very 
bo~t curries in India 40 years ago, was an 
ordinary one in the Madras club. It vsas 
made of tender cubes of mutton that would 
almost molt in the mouth. The ingredients 
vtere most appetizing and delicious, and 
not at all hot.

butler did not even know it, and I had for- 
gotten its nalivo n'amo —"Fifty Years In 
India," by Colonel Pollock.

Bok editorially writes of thei rewards •& 
literature and its disappointments totho?e 
who are attracted to the profession by tha 
luring and very often greatly exaggerated 
reports of big prices paid somo famous au- 
thor. Sir. Bok disposes of these will o' tho 
wisp stories, und unqualifiedly asserts that 
"not one-tenth of tbo entire literary pro- 
fession of this country and England makes 
sufficient money to live upon. Not ton out 
of every hundred authors receive enough 
for their work to support thorn. There is 
scarcely another profession in which there 
are so many disappointed and heartbroken 
people. The ranks arc full of them. They 
strive hard. 
They work morning, noon 


and night, and they do tolerably good 
work. But the results nro not worth the 
effort in nine cases out of ten. 


Why is this? some one asks. There are- 


too reasons for it. First, an author ctvn 
produce each yc-ar just so much work 
Which is good and thnt the public cares to 
road. That quantity is necessarily small. 
A man's capacity for rcixlly good literary 
work is wonderfully limited. Ho must 
therefore get well paid for everything ho 
docs or tho Finn totul is inpufflcicnt for tho 
work. Tho second reason lies inthecon- 
trnctednops o£ the market. We have mag- 
azines almc°t without number, nud pub- 
lishing houses in plenty. 


But how much material can one mitlioi 


sell n year to nil these outputting channels 
combined? Two novels ut the utmost, a 
half dozen articles and ns many poems. 
Let him give more thnn that, ar.d no mut- 
ter how good ia:iy bo his work ho is ol 
once accused of n riling too much—a liita! 
criticism for any writer. On the one hand 
therefore is n limited c'ipr.eity and on tho 
other u contracted iu::rl:i t. And betwuci 
these the author must Jivo—or starve. 
Good literary work will always find its 
market. Uut it is not u profitable market 
to tho many. It ])!>js \\ull, hrt not a1 
thousands have aa idea, that it does. There 
is a living to bo had out of literature bj 
tireless work and good writing. A fair 
comfortable living. Uut that ih all.''

In tho Black 
Hawk war Davis was a second lieutenant 
of regulars, Lincoln a captain of volun- 
teers. Both began their political careers 
at the same period, 1844, Davis being a 
presidential elector for Polk, Lincoln a 
presidential elector for Henry Clay. Both 
wore elected to congress at about the name 
time, Davis in 1845, Lincoln in 1846. 
Lastly, in the same year and almost tho 
same day, they wuro called upon to preside 
over tho destinies of their respective gov- 
ernments, Davis as president of tho Con- 
federate states, Feb. S, 1861, and Lincoln 
as president of the United States, March

found from New York to Bar Harbor

coal, had a narrow escapo Sunday night 
from serious damage, if not utter -.loss, 
and her crew is thanking fortune that 
matteis are no worse than they are. ' 


The Loduskis left New York Friday 


night, and put into Salem harbor Sat- 
urday night, to remain until Sunday 
morning, when she resumed her jour 
ney. About five miles iff tte Isles of 
Shoals she struck ' a'heavy gale, which 
took away eveiy jurd of canvas that she 
carried. 


The wind was blowing at tbe rate of 


seventy miles an hour, and the helpless 
vessel w as being blown rapidly out to 
sea. when she was bpi*d by the members 
of the Jerry's Point lifesaving crew.

Editors and Statesmen. 


Cliauncey M. Depewsays: "I have al- 


ways wondered why an old editor did not 
•write his reminisconcps. If ho should 
truthfully tell the stories of the men who 
in his time have filled a large place in the 
public eye, vho have craved bis support, 
who have sought to mitigate the punish- 
ment he was inflicting and have tried to 
induce him to change tho course of his pa- 
per, and if he should reveal also the ninn- 
hcr of tho wives and sistors and tho sweet- 
hearts who have brought their blandish- 
ments to bear upon him, he could present 
to tbo world a picture of tho weakness of 
human nature in its best estate which 
would justify the doctrines of Calvin. In 
tho evolution of our times the great editor 
who made a popular idol of u great politi- 
cian no longer exists. There aro no more 
Thurlow Weeds nnd William H. Sowards, 
no more Horace Grccleys and Henry Clays. 
Tho most delifKhtf ul of the recollections of 
a fighter in politics whoso battles antedated 
the civil war cover the editorials of Thur- 
low Weed in the Albany Evening Journal 
and of Horace Grocley in tho Tribune 
when Seward or Clay formed the subject. 
And with these original and powerful writ- 
ers thero was no subject, trom a panic in 
Wall street to tho discovery of a comet, 
from tho burning of a city to tbe booming 
of a town, from a defeat to a victory, 
which did not suggest that all which was 
good was duo to Scvvard cr Clay, and all 
which was unfortunate might have been 
alle\ iatcd had either of them been consult 
ed." 


Science. 


The secret of power with man is to know

Sci- 
ence is the gathered wisdom of the race. 
Only a part of it can be grasped by anj one 
man. Each must enter into the work of 
others. 
Science is the flower of the altru- 


ism of the ages, by which nothing that 
lives "liveth for itself alone." The recog- 
nition oi facts and laws is the province of 
science. Wo only know what lies about us 
from our own experience and that,of oth- 
ers, this experience of others being trans- 
lated into terms of our own experience and 
more or less perfectly blended with it. We 
can find the meaning of phenomena only 
from otir reasoning based on these experi- 
ences. All knowledge we can attain or 
hope to attain must, in so far as It is 
knowledge at all, be stated in terms of hu- 
man experience. Tho laws of nature are 
not the products of science. They are the 
human glimpses of that which is the "law 
betore all time." 


Thus human experience is the founda- 


tion of all knowledge. Even innate ideas, 
if such ideas exist, are derived in someway 
trom knowledge possessed by our ancestors, 
as innate impulses to action are related to 
ancestral needs for action.—David Starr 
Jordan in Popular Science Monthly.
